Washington, Jan. 18.— The conven- 
tion of representatives of commercial 
bodies and lake Interests of the coun- 
try, oalled by the Duluth chamber of 
oommeree to organise a movement In 
supportof the aoheme to unite the great 
lakes and the oeean by a ahip canal 
through the territory of the United 
States, assembled Thursday in the ban- 
quet hall of the Arlington hotel.
